Market observers, however, considered this lack of activity to be' only "the lull 
before the storm Eggs and early vegetables are expected to absorb much of the 
container supply listed in current reports. 

Due to the importance of used containers in the war food program, we are 
again quoting the following statement by the War Food Administration on the 
''Tight Supply of Machinery and Containe r Material for Food Industries": "In 
regard to the conservation and T^e-use of secondhand containers, the WFA states 
that the need for such programs is greater than ever. Intensive and extensive 
conservation and re-use programs, officials said, offer the only hope of having 
enough shipping containers, wooden containers for fruits and vegetables, and 
textile bags to meet the minimum essential requirements of the war food program 
in 1945."
